Sardinia in the réte of cheese producer 
for Italy has been coming _to'the fore in 
late years, Sardinia’s dairy industry 
now being pre-eminent over all her other 
lines. of agricultural production.

Mr. Danzig explained that the alleged 
shortage «was discovered while he was 
On a vacation, but that when J.’ Ainslie 
Baer,._Edwin B. Bérnheimer and Fred 
A. Mack, partners in the business with 
him, communicated word of the defalca- 
tion, he ithmediately returned and 
eaused accountants to be set to work on 
the books. 

As a result of a pogert made to him 
yesterday by the accountant, He said, 
the members of the firm decided to ask 

rict Attorney Banton ‘tao lay the 
matter before the Grand Jury. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Schreiber accom- 
panied Mr. Danzig-to his Broadway of 
fice, and after obtaining more informa- 
Ption announced that he would presént 
the matter to the Grand Jury next Mon- 
day. It is understood that the alleged 
shortage is $50,000 in cash and the bal- 
ance in negotiable securities. 

Mr. Banton explained that the mem- 
bers of the firm had not obtained

nue, between 125th and 126th Streets. 
This was the last his-friends saw of 


Reynolds alive; as far as is known. The 
police. have been wnable to learn. any- 
thing of his movements between Sunday 
noon and the time when his body was 
found, . aithough they are convinced that 
he was murdered somes;time Sunday and 
thrown into the river that night. , The 
condition of his body leads to this. con- 
clusion. 

In their efforts to run down the mur- 
iderers, the detectives have attempted to 
‘reconstruct the crime aS it may have oc- 
curred. lt is considered possible that ne- 
gotiations\.were pending last Sunday be- 
tween Reynolds and: two whisky sales- 
men for thé purchase of a large quan- 
tity of whisky or gin. In such circum- 
stances, protracted discussion and hags 
gling over terms are customary. The 
etiquette of the occasion also\.calis for 
treating back and forth by the nego- 
‘tiators in many cases. This would ex- 
plain the taxicab and the presence of 
the party at. another café. The police 
thing it is likely that Reynolds and his 
two companions, whose names have not 
beeh learned, were making the rounds of 
various places where one or the other 
had friends to entertain them. 


Theory of a Quarrel. 


As the day wore on, it is supposed, 
the three men began to feel-the effects 
of their drinking and became quarrel- 
some. They may have fallen out over 
the terms of their business. transaction, 
or the two’men may have never intended 
to go through with their negotiations for 
the delivery of whatevet they were to 
deliver.

After ‘their victim had been killed. and 
rebbed, the’ murderers attempted to dis- 
pose of the body so that it: would not 
turn up to enable the authorities to. can- 
vict them of’ murder. Before ‘they took 
the; bedy to the riverfront and thew 
N into the water, they got a gunnysack 
and loaded it with some weight intended 
to drag the body to the bottom of the 
river and keep it there... Then they tied 
the. gunnysack to the dead man’s rightf 
leg, after tying both legs together. with 
a piece of rope,-and cast the body into 
the water. 

But the hottom of the gunnysack ‘was 


the weight of the load:that:was to have 
destroyed all,evidencé-of the crime, and }- 
that would. have: made people’ think that 
Reynolds had: mysteriously..disappeared. 
The weight dropped out of the sack and 
the body, released from its load, rose to 
the surface and floated down the river.

The spectator 4s 
easily interested in the people and, sim- 
ultaneously in the palaces and pageantry 
of their surroundings. Which means. 
that the story as a whole hag vitality. 

And ‘shouldn’t it have?’ Whether the 
present’ generation has. read Charlés 
Major’s novel or not, everyone, surely, 
has heard of it'and knows it by reputa- 
tion at least to be a fast, full colored 
story of the tyrannical, temperamental 
King Henry VIII. and his, most rebél- 
Hously modern little sister, Maty. Tudor. 
Ahd whether the film follows the orig- 
inal story closely or not—faint memory 
being unable to decide the questions—it, 
too, is a fast, full colored story .of the 
same King Hal and his same self-willed 
little sister. 

The King, you’ know, was determined 
to marry Mary to the decrepit Louis 
XII. of: France, and Mary, manifesting 
a mind and.heart of her! own, was 
equally determined to marry Charles 
Brandon, merely a commoner of Bng- 
land.

END OF THE RAILWAY STRIKE. 

The first paragraph of the agreg 
ment between the shop-craft strikers 
and fifty-two railways sets out that it 
is signed in a spirit of‘concillation. It 
should be received and discyssed in 
that sense, without bringing up irritat- 
ing side issues. . It is but a minority 
of the country’s railways that are im- 
mediately concerned, aS many roads 
are operating satisfactorily “without 
the strikers. These are mostly Eastern 
lines, which were able to recruit their: 
forces better than the roads where the 
supply of labor is smaller. - As it hap- 
pens, the strikers on the Eastern roads 
were among the most irreconcilable. 

The conditions of the settlement are 
substantially what the railways offered 
long ago. Even: earlier the Chairman 
of Jne Labor Board urged that there 
were many roads so much in need of 
shopworkers ,that all could be re-em- 
ployed without affecting the pending 
demand for a national settlement. But 
the leaders of the strikers would not, 
even-call the committee to discuss such 
a compromise: Now they have agreed 
to one closely similar. The strike was 
against: the wage reduction found 
reasonable by the Labor Board. The 
settlement,is with the signatory rail- 
ways separately at “ present rates of 
pay.”” That means'the Labor Board 
schedule, except for railways whose 
men had reached previous spparate 
arrangements with their emplayers. 

In other words, the-settlentent, so far 
as it is national, is on ‘the Labor Board 
terms. The statutory method of fixing 
wages for the shopworkers has pre- 
vailed over the edict of the unions.

MASQUERADE AS MAHOGANY. 


More Than 50° Kinds of Wood Used 
as Substitutes, Says Forest Service. 


Under. the name of ‘‘ mahogany ”’ the 
‘wood of more than fifty different kinds 
of trees Was at one time or another been 
marketed, according to the Forest Ser- 
vice, United States Department of Agri- 
culture. Most of these woods come from 
the tropics, but sometimes even Ameéri- 
can birch and red gum are used in fur- 
niture and sold as genuine mahogany. 
For the beriefit of those who wish to be 
able to identify the various. kinds of 
woods likely to be called mahogany the 
Department of Agriculture has issued a 
bulletin which-tells how: each kind may 
be distinguished. 

Botanists class as ‘‘ true mahogany ’”’ 
only trees of a single genus, called 
‘‘ Swietenia,’’ of which five species are 
now known, True mahdgany in ‘this 
sense grows only in tropical America; 
from Southern Florida and Northern 
Mexico to Northern South America, in- 
cluding the West Indies. But the same 
region furnishes ther vipods which may 
take the trade namé of mahggany, as 
may also various woods from Africa and |-$ 
the Philippines, some of- which~:are 
rather néar relatives of true mahogany. 

The question, “ What is mahogany?” 
is therefore bo ia complex. Trade 
usage gives thé name, with various de- 
grées of propriety, to many kinds of 
imported woods, differing materially: in 
cost.and intrinsic quality, mallee un- 
critical buyer pane now be led to pur- 
chase as *" genitine mahogany * oe cles:
